MARY UTOPIA ROTHROCK

To envelop a superior intelligence and 
charm in fifteen hundred words is akin to 
confining the world’s energy within the tiny 
atom, a feat which nature herself has been 
unable to accomplish without periodic out- 
bursts of the sun spots. Perhaps the best ap- 
proach to the assignment is the one with 
which Miss Rothrock herself usually attacks 
any problem confronting her, namely “what 
do ‘we hope to accomplish?” and “how do we 
get from here to there?” Expressing it con- 
versely suppose we begin with “there”. Mary 
Utopia Rothrock was born in Trenton, Ten- 
nessee, the youn of five children in a 
Presbyterian minister’s family. It would be 


difficult to say the extent to which Presby- 
terian discipline determined her pewnty: 
Yet one may safely assume that her own su- 
perior self-discipline and high degree of re- 
sponsibleness are outgrowths of such early 
influence. The family soon shortened Mary 
Utopia to Topie and as Topie she went to the 
small-town school where she and the other 
Rothrock children distinguished themselves 
for intelligence and scholarship. 

A precocious and adventurous child, she 
agreed to teach a one-teacher three-month 
school at the early age of sixteen. Lengthen- 
ing her skirts and pinning up her curls, she 
assumed the responsibility of maintaining a 
high standard of work. The fact that years 
later she wrote DiscoverING TENNESSEE, an 
unusually readable textbook which brings an 
enjoyment of learning to Tennessee’s seventh 
grade children, may be a subconscious atone- 
ment for having required one class to memo- 
rize the names and dates of all the go

evidently enough for Topie Rothrock. She 
entered Vanderbilt University where with an 
inquiring mind she widely known for 
her ability to think, her vivid use of the Eng- 
lish lan , and her art of stimulating dis- 
cussion. After receiving her B.S. and MS. de- 

rees from Vanderbilt she went to New York 
tate University for two years’ study in li- 
brary science. 

During 1913-1914 she was an assistant in 
the New York State Library, a position she 
left in order to come back to her native state 
as Head of the Circulation Department of 
Cossitt Library in Memphis. One year later 
in 1916 she a me the position as Director 
of Lawson McGhee Library in Knoxville. A 
new lib building with doors open for 
greatly enlarged book collections and ex- 
panded services awaited the new librarian. 
Miss Rothrock who according to the histori- 
an, Judge Samuel Cole Williams, was a “live 
wire” proved equal to the occasion. 

Quickly the reorganized library reflected 
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an atmosphere of inquiry and research. Under 
Miss Rothrock’s tenure, the former subscrip- 
tion library through branches and rr 
grew steadily into the city’s fabric of life. 
According to Lucile Deaderick, who worked 
at the library during the 1920’s and who later 
became Head of the important McClung His- 
torical Library, some of the innovations em- 
ployed to make books available were at the 
time almost revolutionary. Under changing 
conditions, some of those devices were no 
longer pertinent. At the time, they provided 
Knoxville with “community intelligence cen- 
ters” of such significance that the Lawson 
McGhee Library became known far beyond 
the city and state boundaries. 

In 1919, Mrs. Calvin M. McClung pre- 
sented her late husband’s historical collection 
of some 4,000 books, pamphlets, and manu- 
scripts to the Knoxville Library. Miss Roth- 
rock working with Miss Laura Luttrell, who 
was put in charge of the McClung Collection, 
added such photostatic materials as the Drap- 
er Papers and the original letters of William 


Blount. Miss Luttrell said of her that she was 
a “go-getter” and as such consistently secured 
papers not easy-to-come-by. Through such 
re and proper handling, Miss Roth- 
rock achieved her ——— 


of “making the 
McClung library a scholarly collection which 
would be a practical working library for the 
historical student and which would collect, 
preserve, and make accessible the unwritten 
and too often unknown history of the Ten- 
nessee area”. Today the McClung holdings 
include State and Territorial Journals, coloni- 
al records, diaries, genealogies, and marriage 
records. The list of authors whose books since 
1920 have given credit to the McClung ma- 
terials is imposing. Every annual report listed 
historians, feature writers, and students who 
came from the north and the south; from the 
east and the west, to consult the McClung 
documents and books. 

Building Lawson McGhee Library “into 
one of the great public libraries of the south” 
did not require all of Miss Rothrock’s energy. 
A historical society was the natural se- 
quence. Characteristically she exercised her 
initiative through other people by getting to- 
gether a group of enthusiastic men and wom- 
en who in January 1925 organized the East 
Tennessee Historical Society. Miss Rothrock 
was its first secretary and later held the of- 
fice of President. Her paper “Carolina Trad- 
ers among the Overhill Cherokees, 1690-1760” 
— in the Society’s first publication. 

numerous footnotes reflected the wealth 
of valuable material in the McClung Collec- 
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tion, thereby giving the membership an added 
awareness of the significant contribution 
which the close relationship of the Lawson 
McGhee Library and the Historical Society, 
under the leadership of Miss Rothrock, could 
make to an area whose confines as yet were 
undefined. 

Whatever the library service, Miss Roth- 
rock’s fertile imagination knew no legal boun- 
dary lines. At the same time that the Mc- 
Clung Collection was extending itself into 
far flung areas, with the help of a small Ro- 
senwald fund, she accepted responsibility of 
library service for Knox County in the area 
outside the city limits. To her that within it- 
self was no more than a child’s first step. She 
quickly took the next logical step of extend- 
ing service to still wider areas. The fact that 
the automobile had diminished geographical 
distances was the quickening agency which 
in Miss Rothrock’s mind broke down barriers 
and made it possible to “set a library in the 
center of a forty-mile radius” from which li- 
brary service could be extended to neighbor- 
ing “counties of common interest and needs”’. 

In 1933 under the stimulus of such ex- 
panded concept, she attended a conference 
of southern leaders at Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina. According to James W. K. Johnson 
“university presidents, editors, industrial 
leaders, government officials, and other li- 
brarians their imaginations captured as 
she presented her bold regional program”. 
“We may be able”, she said, “to spread ad- 
ministrative costs over an area of support 
which will reduce the load on any individual 
community, which will enable us to build up 
a staff and a reservoir of books that will give 
a better regional service than would be possi- 
ble even in the most favored city, town or 
country of that region operating alone.” 

It was inevitable that TVA would draft a 
librarian of such competence. Employed as 
supervisor of libraries with TVA from 1934- 
1948, Miss Rothrock was able to bring her 
regional plan to fruition. The first develop- 
ments were in areas around dam sites. 

Later working with Miss Helen M. Harris 
of Lawson McGhee Library in Knoxville, 
Miss Martha Parks of the Tennessee State 
Agency and other state and local librarians of 
the Tennessee Valley, the multi-county rural 
library program of today was initiated. In 

ilar ways the regional pattern of library 
service was accepted throughout the nation. 

Miss Rothrock’s work with the Knox 
County Library was typical of her response 
to any library problem she encountered. In 
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1946 torn by legal entanglements the rural 
library contract with the city library was 
discontinued. After she retired from TVA, 
Miss Rothrock accepted the task in 1949 of 
restoring service to county people. Always 
willing to forsake the traditional when reason 
justified, the reactivated service is a signif- 
icant experiment in adult education worthy 
of considerable consideration. Its organiza- 
tional structure was designed in recognition 
of a rural community development that is 
indigenous to Knox County and is one which 
provides the library with a unique system 
of communication with local groups. To say 
that the system thrived under her leadership 
is an understatement. When after four years 
she again retired from active library partici- 
pation, there emanated from a well organized 
headquarters a network of community li- 
braries and library stations, much of whose 
program development evolved from the local 
communities themselves. 

Leading the vanguard for rural library 
service in no degree dimmed her own creative 
interest nor lessened her desire to preserve 
the south’s record of achievement. In addi- 
tion to her Tennessee textbook, Miss Roth- 
rock edited the FRENCH BROAD-HOLS- 
TON COUNTRY, a comprehensive history 
of Knox County, and contributed articles to 


the publications of the Tennessee Historical 


Society of which she has been a member since 
1934. Through her efforts as a member of the 
National Society of Colonial Dames, a second 
edition of Adair’ss HISTORY OF THE 
AMERICAN INDIANS was published. As 
a director in the Fort Loudon Associa- 
tion she is at present active both in the re- 
search and in the restoration activities of the 
old fort erected in 1756 by the English on the 
Little Tennessee River as their most south- 
western outpost in Colonial America. It is 
perhaps safe to say that most of the historical 
developments of consequence in Tennessee 
are either initiated by Miss Rothrock or are 
ones with which she is identified in some way. 

Honors of the highest rank have deservedly 
come to Miss Rothrock. In 1938 she was 
awarded the first Lippincott Award for the 
“most outstanding contribution to librarian- 
ship during 1935-1936”. In 1946-47 she was 
president of the American Library Associa- 
tion, and in 1948 the University of Chatta- 
nooga conferred on her the degree of Doctor 
of Literature. State and regional associations 
have all looked to her for guidance and as 
Miss Laura Luttrell says, ‘‘she is most com- 
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petent to suggest and to plan activities”. 

Many of Miss Rothrock’s rewards come 
today from sources outside the professional 
world. She is at present busily engaged in 
developing a subdivision on part of the 
acreage she bought near Gatlinburg in the 
early days of the Park development. Tramp- 
ing the mountains with the engineers, study- 
ing the contour of the land in order to de- 
termine the size and location of the lots has 
been to her no uncommon experience. Details 
of subdivisions engage her alert attention 
and stimulate creative activity in still a new 
area. Any bright day now may find her 
standing beside the mountain people plan- 
ning the proper “grubbing” of trees that will 
open wide the compelling view of Mount Le- 
Conte or bring the Chilhowee Mountains 
nearer to some home site. One moment she 
may pause to scan the wide vistas of beauty 
to which her land lays claim and the next 
moment engage in planning a tobacco barn 
over on “yon side” the mountain. Anyone 
seeing her quickly senses that she belongs; 
that local people while working with her are 
never inadequate or diminished; and that 
her appreciation of local habits and customs 
gives dignity and a sense of well-being to 
mountain life. 

So it is that listing accomplishments and 
honors fail to tell the Rothrock story. Person- 
ality is the overtone that adds richness and 
harmony to the whole——a personality that 
expresses itself through a “free-wheeling 
vocabulary” which can command the atten- 
tion of the erudite and at the same time em- 
ploy colloquialisms with naturalness. Person- 
ality ever elusive only fleetingly defines itself. 
But perhaps those who know Miss Rothrock 
best would say of her that she is joyous with- 
in the framework of thoughtfulness; un- 
assuming as the recipient of praise; severe 
where she deems severity just; generous in 
recognition of ability; unpretentious in con- 
duct; strong in prejudice greatly tempered 
and restrained by reason and judgement; 
gracious in responding to professi or per- 
sonal needs; stimulating in conversation 

spiced with wit. 

But description is unimportant because the 
inevitable conclusion is that Miss Rothrock 
is a personality moving across the state of

being not only to her own state but to the 
wider area known as the southeast.

Bonser, Witrrw. An Anglo-Saxon and Celtic Bibli- 

ography (450-1087), and indices. 2 volumes. Mr. Bonser 
was Librarian to the University of Birmingham (Eng- 
land) from 1929 to 1952, when he retired. His Bibli- 
ography consists of 11,975 items, Sagecerae books, mono- 
graphs, pamphlets and articles in periodicals published 
before 1954; and the Introduction lists further aes 
“Periodicals and Collective Works Abstracted.” 
vidual entries are not evaluated, and usually not 
analyzed. Mr. Bonser explains “For fear of making the 

size of this work too unwieldly, I have reluctantly 

excluded all material dealing with literature and 
linguistics as such, since this is a bibliography on Anglo- 
Saxon and Celtic history in the widest sense of the 
term.” Leaving aside the possibility of “history in the 
widest sense of the term” excluding literature, many 
of us will regret this restriction and hope that the 
bibliography will be extended — or supplemented — 
to include this material. (Of course, “in the widest 
sense of the term” a great deal of Anglo-Saxon and 
Celtic literature is included: homilies, saints’ lives, 
riddles and, for that matter, chronicles.) Other exclu- 
sions include reviews and other ephemera. Entries from 
the bibliographies of Chevalier and Potthast “have not 
been systematically incorporated” and material in 
Kenney and Gross has been omitted. The main entries 
are grouped under 12 general headings, including, 
besides histerical materials, General Culture, Archae- 
ology and Art, inter alia. Volume II comprises an 
Author Index and a Subject and Topographical Index, 
to Volume I. (A spot check of 500 main entries dis- 
closes no errors in these indices.) 

In his Introduction to Volume I, Mr. Bonser dis- 
cusses the method which he developed in order to make 
the work “comprehensive in the extreme.” (Needless to 
say, he succeeded.) Consistency and completeness are 
hardly to be expected in a compilation of this size. Mr. 
Bonser includes, for example, Charles William Ken- 
nedy’s The Earliest English Poetry (item 7696) but not 
that author’s Early English Poetry (London, 1952) ; he 
includes James Ingram’s Inaugural Lecture (item 
6163) but not his Saxon Chronicle, with an English 
Translation (London 1823). We find Eric Gordon Un- 
derwood’s Short History of English Sculpture (item 
10615) but not H. D. Molesworth’s Sculpture in Eng- 
land: Mediaeval (London [1951]}). In fact the Art sec- 
tion is the least satisfactory; particularly as regards 
textbooks, which the author makes a point of includ- 
ing. Further, it is difficult to take seriously any treat- 
ment (even a bibliography) of Anglo-Saxon and Celtic 
saints which omits both versified hagiographies and 


made that much even more by accurate indexing and 
carefully contrived classification, are awesome ac- 
complishments. Librarians, historians and other scholars 
will find Mr. Bonser’s bibliography of major impor- 
tance.

Lour, Kennets A., and Evcene P. SHeeny. Joseph 
Conrad at Mid-Century: Editions and Studies, 1895- 
1955. As the existing Conrad bibliographies, though 
out of date, are descriptive, two Columbia University 
reference librarians have compiled this well arranged 
Enumerative bibliography of more than 3,000 items 
under 1,275 entries. Under Conrad’s writings (Part I) 

— divided into collected works, selected works, and 
individual works—are 230 entries; the more than 1,000 
remaining entries are under (Part II) bibliographies, 
memorial issues of periodicals, and criticism of the 
novelist and his work (general, individual works, letters, 
prefaces, drama, and parodies and miscellany). There 
is also a chronology of works and a useful index. De- 
signed primarily for librarians and scholars, this vol- 
ume will be of invaluable help to the student of Conrad. 
Serials and translations are given under editions of 
the novels; reviews are in Part II under individual 
works of Conrad or the secondary works about Con- 
rad. The compilers’ completeness is shown by their 
listing even Conrad’s novels adapted for movies, and 
unverified entries have been marked with an asterisk 
and the source of reference—an indication of Mr. Lohf 
and Mr. Sheehy’s desire for accuracy.

Bowyer, T. H. A Bibliographical Examination of 
the Earliest Editions of the Letters of Junius. ltd. ed. 
An attempt “is made in this study to examine bibli- 
ographically all the editions and issues of The Letters 
of Junius in book or pamphlet form published from 
1769 through 1775.” (p. xxiv) ; and in this attempt Mr. 
Bowyer is ly success ful. The magnitude of the 
task is overwhelming when one recognizes that the 
Letters, which appeared originally between 1769-1772 in 
The Public Advertiser, were the constant prey of pirat- 
ing printers and hucksters. In his examination of edi- 
tions, Mr. Bowyer applies the principles propounded by 
Professor Fredson Bowers in his Principles Of Bibli- 
ographical Description (Princeton, 1949), and achieves 
some startling results in his examination of copies of the 
1772 authorized edition, and the confusing Wheble edi- 
tions. Primarily, the great value of Bowyer’s study lies 
in the contradistinction of editions, issues and variants 
which allows an accurate guide to the bibliographical 
jungle of these early printings. The only methodology 
practicable for such an undertaking is the analytical 
bibliography of Professor Bowers, and Mr. Bowyer is 
an apt pupil. This volume further attests the deserved 
reputation of the Bibliographical society of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia.

One of the 
most indefatigable students of Walden and A Week on 
the Concord and Merrimack, Walter Harding now 
supplements the Cameron checklists of Thoreau’s with- 
drawals from libraries with a list of 374 books (and 
periodicals) and 8 maps from Thoreau’s personal 
library. This author-and-title compilation is based on 
the catalogue Thoreau kept, his journal and letters, and 
the volumes themselves—scattered, however, as they 
have been all over this country. Harding’s work is thus, 
as he says, “a tool for [the] study [of] the influence of 
the books in Thoreau’s library upon his mind and 
style.” A preface gives the compiler’s sources, and a 
12-page introduction tells a brief history of Thoreau’s 
library—where the books came from and where they 
went after his death—and summarizes the contents of 
the collection. Though Mr. Harding says Thoreau was 
“an inveterate book-collector,” 374 books do not seem 
a large library: they came from his family (one reason 
for the seven Bibles), his friends (Emerson with eight 
titles is the most popular author), his admirers, his 
English friend Thomas Cholmondeley (the Oriental 
books), and those he acquired as a student and teacher 
(textbooks, classics, natural history, American history,

Littarp, Ricnarp G. American Life in Autobi- 
ography: A Descriptive Guide. Following an introduc- 
tion to American autobiography and a note on his 
purpose and method, Mr. Lillard has chosen autobi- 
ographies of 372 Americans (a few of whom told their 
stories in more than one volume), listed them in 22 
categories, and annotated each entry “to suggest the 
contents, the style, and the reader-appeal.” He has 
restricted himself to books printed in 1900 or later, or 
20th century editions of older books, and he has tried 
to include personal memoirs in as many fields as 
possible, not simply those of politicians, journalists, 
and authors. His remarks are based on his own 
of the books; he has starred about 30 titles which he 
thought the most important and best written. The 
result is a volume which should please reference librar- 
jans or anyone else who needs to consult a guide to 
American autobiography.

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PUBLISHED LETTERS OF A. E. HOUSMAN: A SURVEY

Almost as soon as the bibliography of a writer who is worth studying is published it is out of 
date. This even assumes that a bibliography is complete, and whose is? There is no A. E. Housman 
bibliography worthy of the name. Various check lists and articles of a bibliographical nature have 
been printed, as Housman scholars and critics well know, and I have been gathering such material 
for about twenty years. In 1943 in the Mark Twain Quarterly, with some unpublished letters by 
the author of A Shropshire Lad, I listed some books and articles containing Housman letters— 
more or less personal letters, not communications to newspapers and periodicals. As a number of 
new letters have been published since then, and as the Mark Twain Quarterly (now called the 
Mark Twain Journal) is not widely circulated, it might be worthwhile to publish a revised and 
up-to-date list. For an author, Housman does not seem to have been a prolific letter-writer: 
only a few more than 700 letters of his have been published in comparison with Walt Whit- 
man’s having written more than 3,500. (‘Housman was not a letter-writer’, says Percy Withers in 
A Buried Life, p. 73.) The largest collections are in Grant Richards’s Housman 1897-1936, almost 
500; and in Laurence Housman’s My Brother, A. E. Housman, more than 100. An interesting series 
is the 11 he sent to Houston Martin, first printed in The Yale Review in 1936; and perhaps the 
most important single letter, often reprinted, is Maurice Pollet’s originally published in Etudes 
Anglaises in 1937. Finally, I should like to reprint an amusing exchange of letters between Hous- 
man and Sir James Barrie. Also as an illustration of how tales become altered in the telling, here 
are two versions, side by side, of the same story: 


From the Lancet, 16 April 1938, as told by ‘A 
Consulting Physician’ (Sir Walter Langdon- 
Brown): 


Conversation languished, though not so completely 
as on the occasion when he [Barrie} sat next to A. E 
Housman at dinner and they never exchanged a word. 
He told me they exchanged letters next day however. 
Barrie wrote: 


Dear Professor Houseman, 

I am sorry about last night, when I sat next to 
you and did not say a word. You must have 
thought I was a very rude man; I am really a very 
shy man.

As excellent in some 
ways as the Watson book is and a highly welcome contribution, the full-length critical account of 
A. E. H.’s life and work is still to be written.

MISPRINTS IN HOUSMAN

Only a short time has passed since the publication of 
‘Misprints in A Shropshire Lad’ (Bulletin of Bibli- 
ography, Vol. 21, p. 200, January-April 1956), but a 
new set of errors is worth citing because the edition in 
which they appear is something special. The work is 
A. E. Housman: Collected Poems, D 35 in "The Penguin 
Poets’ paperback series (Harmondsworth, Middlesex: 
Penguin Books Ltd., in Association with Jonathan 
Cape, 1956, 256 pages, 3s 6d.). It has an informed and 
sensitive introduction by John Sparrow, Warden of 
All Souls College, Oxford, indexes and a note. In the 
note the editor mentions my pointing out minor mis- 
prints in Cape’s 14th, revised, impression; unfortu- 
nately, in making these corrections as well as a sug- 
gested change of ‘amber-sanded shore’ to ‘gold and 
amber shore’ (More Poems XXXIII, 10), he has him- 
self made seven errors in punctuation. 

As the edition is an excellent one which scholars ma: 
wish to use seriously, it may be of value to list

errors: p. 29, A Shropshire Lad VI, 11, should have a 
semicolon instead of a colon; p. 63, A Shropshire Lad 
XXXIV, 3, needs no quotation mark; p. 211, More 
Poems XLVIII, 9, needs a comma at the end; p. 215, 
Additional Poems I, 10, should have a semicolon in- 
stead of a comma; p. 226, Additional Poems XIA, 4, 
needs a period at the end; p. 234, Additional Poems 
XIX, 9, needs a comma after ‘Oh’; p. 243, Sophocles 
translation, line 6, should have a colon imstead of a 
semicolon. It is hoped that later printings will incorpo- 
rate these emendations. 

Although this edition of Housman’s Collected Poems 
and the more expensive Cape 14th and 15th impressions 
are far superior to the American edition, published by

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REBECCA HARDING DAVIS, 1831-1910: A CHECK LIST

Rebecca (Blaine) Harding Davis, a West Virginian by birth, was a novelist, short story writer, 
newspaper woman, and mother of Richard Harding Davis, the World War I correspondent, world- 
traveler, playwright, and author. She is said to have educated herself, mainly through reading, and 
began to write at a very early age. It was not until the middle of the nineteenth century that she 
gained any wide attention with her novel Frances Waldeaux. Her first novels, often crude and care- 
less in style and content, are said to portray the characteristics of the “naturalistic school of Zola”; 
later ones became more conventional and orthodox. 

This check list attempts to bring together all her works as indexed in the guides to periodical 
literature and listed in the Library of Congress Catalog of Books, and includes sources of the re- 
views of her books, contents of collected short stories and essays and biographical sources.

This list comprises the books which were removed from Gillette Castle at Hadlyme, Connecti- 
cut, around 1945, to the Connecticut State Library in Hartford. It is incomplete insofar as it does 
not include books still at Gillette Castle and those in private hands. The purpose of the list is 
not bibliographical perfection, but guidance to and reflection of the interests, activities, and asso- 
ciations of the great American actor. Several books belonging to members of his family are in- 
cluded for their association value. 

Some explanation of symbols employed by Gillette may be helpful. Books marked # apparently 
were of special significance or value. S7 - the figure 7 superimposed on a capital s, or vice versa - 
was a shorthand symbol for Seven Sisters, the name Gillette gave to his Castle at Hadlyme. B is 
possibly a symbol for Richard Burton, a close friend of childhood days and later. “MEMED” ap- 
pears to mean “memorandum-ed”, “notes made on”.
